Proposed Caii;uli.'\i\ Youlh Act accepted In principle and scnl out lo 
all youlh organlriiiions for discussion and nmentlmcnt. The continuations 
committee, when it deems such discussion to be «ufflclcnt, nnd taking 
into consideration the amendments offered, shall approach Members i>f 
Parliament of all parties In regard to the Inlroductioh of Ihln Act Into 
Parliament at its ncM scs-îlon, Januftry, J037', 
An Act (0 provide for Youlh— 

XNnicrcjis unemployment and lack of. opportunily have prevented His 
Majesty's youthful subjects and other youthful persons resident in the 
Dominion of Canada from rendering ihclr country tho service which they 
owe it and have Inspired discouragement among the said youthful sub- 
.lects and residents to tho point of national emergency and concern, 

And whereas It is cvpcdlcnt In the public welfare that substanlial 
rncouragcmeni and opportunity be offered the said youthful sijbjects and 
residents in Canada to be o.t use in the country's development/ 

Xo«, therefore, 

Ills M.\Ji;STV._ by and with the advice and con.^cnt of iho .Senate 
and the House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 
I. This Act shall be known as the Canadian Voulh Act. 

(1) A Commission to bo known as the Canadian Youth Commission 
is hereby constituted and shall consist of a chairman and members, both 
male and female, who shall be appointed by and whose salaries shall be 
fixed by the Governor-General iii Council. 

(2) The number of commissioners, the number thereof necessary to 
constitute a quorum and- tho number thereof necessary to' cù'iistltule a 
voting majority shall be fixed by tho Govcrsor-Gcnctal In Coimclt and shall 
represent the following groups in the following proportion without din)li- 
cation of reprcscniaiion of organization: 

(a) One-third to be representatives of farm and labour organizations, 

(b) One-third to be elected representatives of Youth organizations, 

(c) The remainder to be reprcscnlatlvcs ot social service, education, 
recreation and consumers' organizations, ^ 

The Commission shall have tho power and authority: 
laj To make such arrangements with ihe provincial eovurnracnts as 
may be necessary to administer this Act. 

.(b) To appoint and fix salaries ot local boards for the purpose ot local 
administration In such districts as the Commission may assign within " 
each province, which board.s shall be con.siltutcd la Ihc^grMjaMnner, as 
the Commission in accordance with the proportions prescribed m section 
2 0 hereof, . provided that the one-third membership reserved for farm 
and labour rcprescnUtion may -in caiio ot rur.il nnd urbtin districts be 
varied to give all or a greater part of this membership to farm or labour 
reprcbcntativcH in accordance with the nature of the district, 

(cj To make such rcsulatlon.i .is may bo deemed ncccs.siiry for the 
jdminlstratlon ot this Act generally, nol InconRlstont with tho terms 
hereof, which regulations shall have the uamc force and ottcci ns If en- 
acted herein,

(a; Provide funds in the form of scliolai'hlilps and bursaries for 
n.ecdy. students In .soiondory, hls'i, vocational nnd technical 
schools, which scholarships «hall cover fees for lultlon nnd books 
logclhcr wllh living expenses «s may bo deemed nocesHiiry In 
each case. These scholarflhlps nnd bursaries shi^ll lu'ovida for « 
fum which, apart from tuition and books, ahnll In nn ciiso he 

leas than dollars per month. 

0)1 Provide funds tor needy undergraduate and grmlunto Htiidcnis

I "I interpret thi.i", said Don- 
jald Lloyd-Smith, "as a gesture 

'to Britain in .support of her re- 
armament policy. Britain, on 

the whole, is taking a position in 
European affairs for peace and dem- 
ocracy — and tor the fullest develop- 
ment ot in'lividiinl pcrsonalltieî. In th« 
present situation, Rritain'.s foreign pol- 
icy necis backing up '^ith arm.Tmcnta. 
Canada's contribution can m a small 
measure lend support. This is the only 
conceivable way in which Canada'.! 
armaments could b<5 of use. I reallz". 
that for the welfare o' tlio piopln or 
Canada there could bp. many moro im- 
mediate ways ot ipcn'ling this inoncy. 
rluly 1st Display 
Philip Vineberg pointed out that "ihs 
size ot Canada's airforce is of very 
little importance, except that it costs 
a lot ot money and look.s specracular 
for July 1st cclebralions".

The Peace 
Movement should direct its energies 
towards making these chaps property 
classes, so that they wi'l want lo stay 
at home. Might as well have a war 
as sit right here and rot. 

"You can take it from me", he con- 
tinued earnestly, "that the militia In 
i this country is in an awful stale. I 
know. I enlisted, and what do lhc> 
give you — rcp.si-cola. Bahl" 
Psychological View 
.\n eminent p.sychology student point- 
ed out that Increased armaments would 
help the British Empire, and eqiiiii 
Canada against foreign invaders.

Portraitof a Pacifist 



VESTERDAY it was announced that c.v 
penditure for Canadian Armaments for 
the coming year will be increased substan- 
tially. Such news is interesting to say .the 
.least. Recently the "Daily" sponsored 
â National Survey of student opinion 
throughout Canada and we found that 
practically all thinking people at Canadian 
Universities denounced war and were 
against Canada's participation in European 
wars. . 

This news of Canadian rearmament 
will be discussed and interpreted in vary- 
ing ways by the different Universities 
across Canada, At tliis time we are not in 
a position to present any national consensus 
of o'pinion concerning the increased ex- 
penditure — we are only in a position to 
present our own views, . 

The' main increase is in the air force 
stipend, which is doubled. Of this we 
lieartily approve. The Canadian Air Force 
has for jnany years been a unique part of 
Canada's Defence Department. It has con- 
tributed perhaps more than any' other 
branch of the government to the develop- 
mant of the north of the Dominion. Be- 
?'des this valuable work it has materially 
assisted in the work of poliping our coasts 
!:nd inland waters. An inci"ease in the 
."••I'oimeut to this vital service will lie well 
woi'th while. " 

Tlie other increase which comes to the 
fore is the increase to the Militia. This 
follows upon extensive reorganization of 
the Canadian Militia units to bring them 
up to present day .-standards of (iorelation. 
An increase here should do much to im-. 
prove their efficiency and potential use. 

While most of us want peace there is 
no point in hiding our heads, ostrich-like, 
in the sands of theory and idealism: Can- 
ada is part of the British Empire. As 
such we, at present, are bound to a certain 
extent to share in the ex}>ense of keeping 
the trade routes of the Empire open — 
especially our own trade routes. For too 
long have we followed the good old Can- 
adian policy of drifting along with tlie 
tide. 

At last the government has seen fit to 
place Canada in a position of at least self- 
respect with the other parts of the British 
Empire. An increase in the personiuil of 
the Canadian Navy, and an addition to the 
number of ships in service indicates -that 
the government realize-s its duty in laying 
the foundations for an adequate force to 
defend the Gulf of St, Lawrence and Van- 
couvej-. ', 

The Canadian iVlilitia lias in the jjast, 
,and often justly, 'oeen ridiculed. Recently, j 
.açconipaijyiiiif the r(3l)rgaiiization, tliere 
has ixicn a different attitude. The increase 
in the Militia allotment will go a long way 
towards bringing the non-permanent force 
up to a reasonable standard of efficiency. 
The Militia i.s now organized as a complete 
unit, each branch lx;iiig represenUid in 
correct proportion, and planned to operate 
so tiiat in an emergency it will 1>€ the 
nucleus of a larger force. 

We do not want war — but we should 
,be. prepared to take our full sjiare of res- 
ponsibility in home defence from external 
aggrcsftor.-^, oi- from internal disorders stir- 
red up by foreign agitators. 

Wiiiie ui feel llial t/ie iiicitajic in the 
budget for Canadian Defence purposes is 
warranted wc do not leel that the ('nn- 
iidiaii Govfriiaient ha.s yet made it:s ijokI- 
tlon clear comerning itg conuiiitin(;j)t.s )% 
England. How far are we involved in 
British Foreign Policy? Naturally it is 
impossible foi' a government to make evety 
little .secret of its diplomatic relationshipi 
ljuUlic — but in an issue u.s ii/ijiortant as 
Canada'.s commitments to Britain we feel 
i.hat some definite statement should be 
fortlicoming.

His dreams were flllcd with vl.slons of mtid and 
blood, of lice and dysentery, 6f men biiyonetted and 
women subjected to "a fiiie worse than death". He 
would see upon the wall glffantlo. narlng posters, 
bearing the awful words, "Mobilization and War", 
and would awake sweating and trembling with tl\e 
ffar that he was conscripted. He remembered ths

Canadians Consider Foreign Policy 

Canadians to-day are ' fervently discussing the 
problem oC war and pooccUnfortunntely these dis- 
cussions are apt to bo quite frultletis because they 
are so often abstract and hypothotlcni. Cut off from 
reality, tho fantastic notions which arise In the 
process ot argument ciinnot lead to any practical 
conclusions. No wonder people are often so sceptical 
ttbotit general "peace'* talks. The .solution to the 
difficulty Is obvious. We must adopt a practlcil 
tt'tlitudo everywhere. Only careful oljsurvnllon of tho 
ilovclopmcnts that take place from day to day ain 
lirovlde the main facts upon which to build our 
general, baslo conceptions. ' ' 

AVe must think about the problem of war, not 
as if wo woro dealing with a purely academlo or 
theoretical question, but with one tlmt is of im- 
mediate concern to us all.

The International Situation Today 

"What Is tho situation. in the world to-day, with 
regard to our problem? Everywhere nations aro 
building up armaments on a tremendous scale, in 
preparation for war. Who are tho villains of tho 
piece at the present moment? Which countries are 
most openly talking of aggrcssion? There is no 
doubt that Germany and Italy In Kurope, together 
with Japan In the East are the two groups threat- 
ening to destroy the pence of th'; world. All abstract, 
unreal problems of what would happen "If this 
country attacks the other" are therefore unreal, 
fantastic, and cannot In any way contribute to a 
solution of the problem. Two current theories arise 
at this point, 

Theory of Collective Security 

This theory claltns that all our considerations of 
the immediate situation are founded upon this basic 
fact— Germany. Italy, and Japan arc llic three coun- 
tries who definitely want war, and are the only 
ones who can be wcpected to act as aggressors. 
Gewnany arid Japan have left the League of Nations. 
Italy has threatened to do so. Are these countries 
Invincible even- If combined into one alliance? No, 
they certainly are not. England, France, Russia, 
Czechoslovakia, the nalkan.s, China. Canada, the 
Scandinavian countries; -South America ore far 
superior as a bloc. They can control international 
politics if they act in linison. 

Does thlrf imply a military alliance, similar to 
the other? »y no means; for It is not a group of 
countries combined to protect their own selfish In- 
terests, but an International association to .defend 
world peace, Germany, "itaiy,* cmd. Japan tjay enter 
this association, provided they gjve up any plans 
of aggression. The basis for this type of association, 
in the view of those who hold this theory, lies in 
the League of Nations. This Is what Is Implied by 
collective security,

Put Teeth in the League 

Although the League has shown great weak- 
nesses, it Is not too hito yet for it to become a 
strong organ for tlie collective maintenance of peace 
If tho countri.es desiring peace are determined to 
make it so. This, then, is the crucial fiucstlon of 
the day: are we goliiK lo support a .stronger, more 
effective l.pauuo as mlvoi-atcd by France, a Lcasuc 
which will be strong enough to prevent aggression? 
Such a powerful League is the only alternative to 
tho system of comiietltlvo nrnuimcnts which must 
Inevitably end In the outbreak of war.

Theory of Isolation or 
SelJ-Su fficiency 

An alternatlvu tf.eory foi- tiie i)iis.rv.iiH)n of 
world peace has been propouncled. It proposes 
"isolation" of counlrlus from any common UKroe- 
mentfl, and looks lo powerful armaments as Ihe best 
means of preventing aggression. It, is opposed to tho 
theory of collective security which has lioen out- 
lined above. It argues that so far the League ha.i 
dune nolliiiiK, ami wlien U trlod to nipply amotions 
agaliibl Italy, it fallB.l iiii.seralily. The League ha.i 
hliowii Itboir to lio a useless and even mischievous 
Institution; it is fur belter tlmt each nation should 
attend lo its own socilrlty. 't'hla position Is taken 
by the iJiillod Blutes In a modified form. M Is also 
supportoil strongly by tho three countries most In- 
Icreslod ill i.f,t!iuh.sli)ii- (iurmaiiy, Japan and Italy. 
It bus also iliilorlunutely jeculvod strong support 
from the dominant section at tho IUngilsh c^iblnot. 

These, then, are Ihe two ultoiiiatlvo theories 
being supported or considered everywhere.

Peace Through Collective 
Security 

Lastly, there are those who believe 
that tho other two methods cannot 
keep Canada at peace, but will Involve 
her In a war against her will, because 
her fate Is inextricably enLingUd with 
that ot the rest of tho world. First o;' 
all it is argued tlmt complfti; ho'.;u.o:i 
would put Canada in a position where 
she could not defend herself. Secondly, 
it is in the Interests of Canada, that 
the United States and Japan, or Jupa'n 
and Great Hrltalu sluniM bo at iieace.

Culling frantically by long distance phone to 
all the universities, Thompson got agreements that the efforts would 
bo made to organize tho hockey group at this convenient time; At Mc 
(.nil. .Major Forbes agreed to have all the 
scnicl cither by delegate or by proxy. 

So at four o"c:ock on Febniory 20th, with no fine Canadian ale in 
evidence, 'delegates from clsht universities perpetuated Major Forbes' 
battered vision of u college hockey league Includlnç tho United States 
and Canada, wove it into concrete shape after Alexia Thompson's 
original proposal had been read and . synthesized into a conitltutton of 
fourteen articles that was unanimously approved. 

The International Intercollegiate Ice Hockey League does not In- 
terfere with any present Canadian or American League obligations, and 
the Hobcy Baker cup win' still go to the championship team of the 
Quadrangular League. 

Each member ot tho now League will ntake one Ifrip Into Canada or 
the United States as the case may be, each year, playing two pames. 
namely— (a) Harvard and Dartmouth; (b) I'rinceton and Yale; (c) Queens 
University and Toronto; (d) McQIU and University of Montreal, Hence 
Dartmouth, for c.^iainple, in successive odd ycar.s will visit McQIII and 
Montreal and entertain Queens and Toronto in Davis Arena. Each team 
in the American Division mcèts each team of tho Canadian once a 
season, and continues to play Us reguUir Quadrangular schedule ol home- 
and-homa-samcs, meeting these clubs twice. Likewise across the border. 
The hundsoniu Alexli Thompson trophy will go lo the team compiling 
the most number of points on tho ba-sls of two points for each gamo 
won, and one point for each game tied. 

Cards Apparently Stacked Against U.S. Clubs .
